DRIVING SAFE VEHICLES 


The need for having your car or truck in good mechanical 
condition to insure not only your own safety but the safety of 
others has received more attention this spring than it has for 
some time. It is wise that this very desirable feature should 
be brought to the fore, for neglect of the condition of brakes 
is a pretty common failing among motorists, particularly those 
who drive old model cars. Lights, too,.are worthy. of attention 
for they can err either on the side of inadequacy, or become a 
hazard to the approaching driver by their glare. 


However, there are a number of loopholes in the business 
of obtaining a safety sticker for your car and then going your 
merry way without a care. Perhaps the first gap in the net, and 
quite a substantial one, is the fact that: brakes that are okayed 
this week may be completely inadequate next. Unfortunately 
not all of us are able to possess late-model vehicles, and the 
older the model the less dependable the brakes would seem. to 
be. However, ing requirements vary greatly with the speed 
at which the car is driven and the ability of the driver, and a 
set of brakes that keep one man out of trouble*might not be 
adequate for another driver. Many of the older cars might have 
' great difficulty in passing a brakes test under any circumstanc- 
es... yet most of the cars that come to town with crumpled 
bodies and fenders are of recent vintage. This rather rambling 
discourse leads us to the conclusion that “the nut that holds 
the steering wheel” is the most important nut in the car... . 
and er indicates that no matter how rigorous the tests 
we will still have enough repair work to keep the body shops 
out of bankruptcy . . . provided the fellow who smashes up 
his car has enough money (or insurance) to cover the bill. 


Moreover it reminds us that perhaps we shouldn’t be too 
hard of the ubiquitous jalopy, which in a very useful though 
perhaps somewhat decrepit old age, finds it hard to meet up 
with modern requirements. We must be fairly sure that the 
chances of getting itself and its owner into difficulties are 
sufficiently great before we terminate its career, and perhaps 
deprive a family of its use.

FOR ECONOMY IN GOVERNMENT 
The phrase “Royal commission” ‘has 


come to have a certain meaning for 


Canadians. The subject of the inquiry, 
we have learned by experience, will re- 
ceive a thorough, impartial investiga- 
tion. Unfortunately, we have also learn 
ed by experience that the reports ofa 
Royal commission hearing are easily 
subject to the treatment known as 
“pigeon-holifig,” Facts may be dis- 
covered, sensible reforms may be re- 
commended, but action does not nec- 
essarily result. 

Thus, casting no‘ reflection on the 
value of such commission investiga- 
tions, many of us have questioned in 
our minds the virtue of the suggestion 
recently made by the Leader “of the 
Opposition that a Royal commission 
sit fomthe purpose of devising means 
of cutting the cost of government ‘in 
Canada; The fact that the Minister of 
Finance has indicated that the govern- 
ment is giving careful consideration 
to the Opposition suggestion is ° not 
likely to give many | taxpayers hope 


that there will be a reduction in this |’ 


year’s proposed $2,400,000,000 federal 
spending. A course of action that all 
taxpayers would welcome, and whitch 
might result in some immediate gov- 
ernment savings, would be to proceed 
with the Royal commission as quickly 
as possible but, without delay, to call 
into action the Public Accounts Com- 
mittee. 9 

It is almost impossible for our elect- 
ed representatives to effect any im- 
portant economics in gepartmental ex- 
penditures when examination of the 
spending of almost two and a half bil- 
lion dollars must be made in committee 
of the whole House. But the Public 
Accoynts Committee was created for 
the purpose of saving public money by 
subjecting government acgounts to a 
careful scrutiny. The Committee can 
call witnesses; it can examine govern- 
ment spending in detail. It does not, 
but it should, meet every year. Its 
findings would be available for the 
close observation of members of the 
House, who are ultimately responsible 
to the people for all government spend 
ing.

Cheese To Be 
® @.°% 

Requisitioned 

Speaking in the House of Commons 
on April 26, the Rt. Hon. James G. 
Gardiner, Minister of Agriculture, an- 
nounced that the cheddar cheese pro- 
duction in thé Provinces of Ontario 
and Quebec, beginning May 1, 1950, 
will be requisitioned, The requisition- 
ing of cheese was requested by ‘the 
Ontario Cheese Producers’ Association 
and the Dairy Farmers of Canada, in 
order to safeguard filling the contract 
to supply cheese to the British Minis- , 
try of Food during 1950. The contract 
calls for the delivery of up to 85 mil- 
Non pounds. 


The government agrees that it is 
desirable that the miaximum quantity. 
of cheese be shipped to the United 
Kingdom this year, and that the con- 
tract be filled. Canada’s ability to meet 
commitments in this regard is impor- 
tant from the standpoint of the future 
market for Canadian cheese in Britain. 

It is also important that the domes- 
tic market be well supplied with cheesa 
and the stocks on hand are consider- 
ed. sufficient for these requirements. 
Stocks as at the Ist of April were 34.9 
million pounds, or approximately 10 
rhillion pounds in excess of one year 
aeo. The Government nolds 17.4 million 
pounds, and the trade 17.5 million Ibs, 

Thé Government's holdings of cheese 
at present are largely the result of the 
contract with the United Kingdom not 
being filled in 1948, and a heavy carry- 
over of cheese etocks into the 1949 sea- 
gon.

Dist. Home Ecenomist 
Shella M. Forrest, Ryley 


You may have your spring house- 
cleaning well completed or you may 
still be busy. If you are repainting, 
remember paints are inflammable. 
Never leave a tin of paint on a stove 
or near an open flame. Serious damage 
to your home can result and we al- 
ways worry about the danger of loss 
Of life. 

Be very careful also of solvents. If | 
you do your own dry cleaning take it) 
outside and keep away from fires, 
matches, etc. 

Be sure you carefully wash all your 
winter woolens, wrap and store. It is 
usually advisable to use some type. of 
moth preventative in storage. If 
clothing is clean when stored the dan- 
ger of damage from. moths is min!- 
mized. 

Generally we have our winter cloth- 
es away earlier but ‘these sharp winds 
keep reminding us that it isn’t quite 
summer yet. 

Clean as much mud and dirt off 
snow boots, overshoes, etc. and let 
them air well. Store them in a box if 
you can. 

Beware of boxes and chairs and 
tables etc. for reaching high places, 
either for painting, scrubbing or clean- 
ing high cupboards. It is better to in- 
vest in a sturdy step ladder now than 
in a hospital bill after an accident oc- 
curs. 

Look over the attic, basement, gar- 
age, etc. Have you stored up old books 
papers, magazines, and clothes which 
you will never use. There is always a 


danger of fire starting in euch places - 
so if there are things which are no use | 


to you--see if someone else can use 
them and if they are beyond use burn 
them now. They may prove a menace 
to your happy home,

Bang's Disease omy one symp- 
tom in cattle, The Mijor symptom of 
Bang’s disease in cattle is the loss of 
a calf by abortion from 4 to 8 months 
in the gestation peri6d. The animal se} 
dom becomes sick ‘or dies and after 
loss of one calf usually produces nor- 
mal healthy calves. However, these 
cows ¢an spread the disease to unaf- 
fected animals, so that once Bangs dis- 
ease is in a herd it will spread to all 
the animals in the herd. 

Today we have a method of combat- 
ing the disease. Heifer calves can be 
vaccinated against it and a resistance 
built up in herds to cut down losses 
that run into’ millions of dollars an- 
nually. ‘ 

Take, for exampleme cow loses one 
calf. Sale price at weaning time this 
last year ran from $80.00 to $100.00. 
Thus for an investment of 75¢ for vac- 
cinating a total of ffom $80.00 up de- 


pending to what age the calf was kept, 


could have been realized. This is only, 
one way of looking at the situation. In 
the local paper in the last year there 
have been many requests in the. want 
ads for cows that have been T.B. and 
Bangs. tested. In the milk shed area 
; around Edmonton dairy men are pay- 
ing $15 to $20 more for cows that have 
| been vaccinated. The demand for vac- 
cinates is high and farmers with good 
jstock are capitalizing on this demand 
at the present time, ’ 


Bang’s disease follows no particular 
set pattern in the way it affects a herd 
Some cases are known: where one or 
two calves are lost a year till all the 
animals are affected in other cases the 
disease spreads rapidly and 50 per cent 
or more of the breeding cows will lose 
their calves In one season. 

A case of this last type is Jimmy 
Neil at Chalivin. A herd.of about 100 
females is kej#A here and last spring 
over 50 head of calves were lost. Mr. 
Neil's own words on his loss were “I 
lost about $10,000.00 in one calf crop 
on todays prices.” A regular system of 
ealfhood vaccination would have cost 
him about $15.00 per year. 

The main spread of the disease is by 
direct contact. Other possibilities of 
spread is by birds and animals carry- 
ing affected placenta or parts of dead 
animals from one herd to another. 

. Today we have legisiation in the 
province that can be used to combat 
this disease. In this, Municipality from 
recent tests, we ate that 20 per 
cent of the mature stock are affected. 


Our proposal for control is to set this} 


area up under a program of compul-~ 
; sory calfhood vaccination for a period 
of five years, During thie period re- 
placement stock could be selected and 
|we hope that the herds at the end of 
five years would be made up mostly 
of vaccinated stéck, After the five 
year period a test would be made of 
jall stock and reactors branded. 

To get such a program of compul- 
| sory vaccination’ we need the signa- 
‘tures of 2|3 of the cattle owners in the 
| Municipal District on a petition which 
| wit be circulated around the first of 
June. After this is in, the area will be 
declared a Bang’s free. area by the 
Minister of Agriculture and compul- 
sory vaccination of all heifer calves 
'will begin this: fall.

Spring Tillage 

With soil moisture below normal this 
spring in many parts of the province, 
spring tillage must be done most care- 
fully so that soil drifting will be pre- 
vented. C. H. Cheshire, extension en- 
gineer of the Alberta department of 
agriculture, recommends the use of 
tillage machinery which will leave 
gome protective covering to prevent 
the high winds from reaching the soil 
surface. The use of the tiller, discer or 
blade weeder rather than the plow will 
give the desired cover and at the same 
time provide an adequate seed bed. The 
tiller will leave about one-third of tha 
original trash, the discer almost one- 
half, while the blade will leave up to 
three-quarters of the stubble in a pos- 
ition where it can assist in the battle 
against erosion,

Funds 
made available through the Farm Im- 
provement Loans Act also enabled far 
mers to clear and break 266,902 acres 
of new land,

Employment Situation 

The Ministér of Labour, Honourable 
Humphrey Mitchell, today issued the 
following statement on the employment 
situation: 

The peak in registrations of those 
seeking work through National Hm- 
ployment Service has been passed, and 
a rapid seasonal increase in employ- 
ment in most industries is now under 
way. After a slow improvement in the 
employment situation during March, 
the number of job openings has in- 
creased rapidly during April, and large 
numbers of jobless are returning to 
work. By April 20, the total number of 
job seekers registered at lotal employ- 
iment offices had declined to 424,300, 
10,400 below the April 6 peak. 

The actual decrease in unemploy- 
iment is higher than. these figures in- 
dicate since many registereq workers 
‘who have found jobs have not notified 
the National Employment Service. 
These registrations are not cancelied 
until 30 days after the date that the 
worker last reported to the local of-

These leaders this week join the for- 
eign ministers of the rest of the At- 
lantic Pact members in. further London 
talks on strengthéning the west’s hand 
in the cold war. L. B. Pearson, Can- 
ada’s external affairs minister, has 
‘kept in close touch with the Big Three 
talks and is expected to take an import 
ant part in the Atlantic-community ais 
cussions. , 

The French: suggestion is in effect 

for joint development, production and 
marketing of thé war potential initially 
by France and Germany but with other 
countries joining in when they wish. 

The dramatic possibilities of the 
venture were pointed up by Schuman’s 
saying: 

“The solidarity of production thus ea 
tablished will prove that any war be- 
tween France and Germany has not 
only become unthinkable but mater- 


‘ }ially impossible.” 


Attlee and Acheson warmly received 
France's initiative towards ending ths 
centuries-long feud with Germany but 
were cautious in the comment on de- 
tails of the proposal. 

In Britain, there was speculation 

at the French plan might form the 
basis of another Conservative chal- 
Yenge to the Labor government. The 
government-backing Trades ~ Union 
Congress was cool to the French plan 
while Conservatives were unstinting in 
their praise, 

The foreign ministers. also aimed 
two communiques at Russia, 

In one on Berlin, they emphasized 
the Three Powers’ determination to 
continue to uphold the Western Auites 
rights in the former German capital. 
Those rights were protected at great 
cost through a year-long air lift when 
Russia. blockaded the city. 

The second communique accused 
Russia of a “grave disregard of human 
rights” in failing to return the rest of 
her German and Japanese prisoners of 
war. Russia has announced completion 
of repatriation program in each case, 
The ministers pledgeqg to bring abqut 
return of as many as possible among 
prisoners still held in Russia. 

Prague Closes British Offices 

The Czechoslovakian foreign minis- 
try ordered the British Information 
Service and the British ‘Council to 
close down their offices in Prague at 
the week-end. he 

The government denounced its 1947 
cultural agreement with Britain and 
demanded the closure of the offices. 
Last April the government too similar 
action against the United States, or- 
dering the U.S. Information Services 
to close. 

In a note, it accused Britain of con- 
ducting—through the BBC, the infor- 


mation service and the council—activ- [ 


ities hostile to the Czech,republic and 
incompatible with the letter and spirit 
of the agreement, 

Czech citizens jammed the office on 
the final day to obtain reading matter 
and police had to be called in to con- 
trol the crowds. 

Wheat Agreement Speculation 

Reports that Canada hopes to nego- 
tiate a new wheat contract with Bri- 
tain, “not dissimilar’ from the present 
one} received no official comment in 
London. . 

But, informally, officials have said 
that in their private opinions this 
would be a “very reasonable process.” 
Private traders and circles close ‘to the 
International Wheat Council also have 
given the ‘idea their informa) blessing. 

These officials believe that under a 
new Anglo-Canadian contract, it would 
be possible for Britain to undertake to 
buy a high proportion of her interna- 
tional wheat agreement quota from 
Canada without’ contravening the 
terms of the agreement. ; 

Under the international pact no im- 
porting country is bound to buy quota 
wheat except at the minimum price, 
and no exporting country is bound to 
sell, except at the maximum price. 
Adrift For Eight Days 

Right Indian seamen after eight 
days in a lifeboat without food or wat- 
er, reached Platte Island in the Sey-~- 
chelles group. 

Exhausted by their ordeal in the 
Indian Ocean, they piled their boat 
up on the reef because they had no 
strength to bring her in. 

Two of the crew managed to wade 
ashore to get assistance and first-aid 
from the inhabitants. The seamen 
took to the lifeboat when their 250- 
ton ship, Sikander, sank in mid-ocean 
in bad weather.
